The plane, which left here for De- 
troit at 5 p. m. yesterday, encoun- 
tered a dense fog near Pelee island, 
described by C. A. Lupole, of Dater- 
son, N, J., a mechanic, as so thick 
that they could scarcely see the nose 
of the plane. Cy Caldwell, the pilot, 
decided to alight but as he neared 
the surface of the lake he ran into 
a fog bank so heavy that he was un- 
aware of the position of the ship and 
nosed into the rough waters. 

The plane turned completely over, 
tearing off a wing, settled on its 
right side and began to slowly sink. 
Mrs. Robert Little, of Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa, the only woman passenger, and 
the three men slid into the water 
after donning life preservers. 

Lupole said the three men_ tried 
to stay near Mrs. Little to aid her, 
but they were pitched helplessly 
about. The plane sank after an hour, 
and for two hours more the party was 
tossed about while they watched the 
approach of an electrical storm. 

"Mrs. Little was very brave and 


even smiled at me, seeming to recall | 
that before 1 left the airplane 1 had | 
taken off my shoes and tied them to | 


the tail of the plane,” Lupole said. 
“Kasper shouted that he was sure we 
would be picked up.” 

About p. m., Lupole said, the 
freighter Midland King stopped and 
jicked up Mrs. Little and Caldwell. 
i said he waved and shouted but 
was unable to attract attention and 
another hour elapsed before the 
freighter Denmark passed by and res- 
ered him. Kasper, he said, was last 
seen floating in the vicinity. 

The freighter Quincy A. Shaw also 
took part in the search and officers 
of the boat said they feared Kasper 
had perished, inasmuch as the storm 
which had gathered by that time had 
made it easy to search the waters by 
the flashes of lightning.

TWO BANKS HELD UP 
AND $7,000 STOLEN 


Dallas, Texas, August 14.—(4)— 
Two bank robberies and a bank mes- 
senger holdup were staged in Texas 
and Oklahoma today by three pairs 
of men who worked in broad day- 
light. The men who robbed two Okla- 
homa banks escaped while the two 
holdup men were believed to be in cus-

The Oklahoma banks robbed were 
the First State Bank of Willow and 
the Bank of Driftwood at the town 
of that name.

Oil Over-Supply Not Corrected. 


The oil situation as yet gives no 
sign of real improvement, So far as 
supply is concerned recent develop- 
ments have been the establishment of 
new records in domestic production, 
continuation of high imports and ab- 
sence of any significant curtailment 
procedure. 

In some quarters excellent consump- 
tion has tended to obscure the unft- 
vorable outlook fo the coming winter. 
August demand for gasoline, for in- 
stance, is normally 20 to 25 per cent 
above the averag month's needs. 
while September would ordinarily fall 
off more than 10 per cent. Even with 
a larger registration of cars and fa- 
vorable motoring weather in the fall 
this year’s consumption can absorb 
no more than the current rate of do- 
mestiec production, which is 20 per 
cent above last year, to say nothing 
of the 300,000 additional barrels a 
dav imported, 

The geographical distribution of this 
gain in production intensifies the diffi- 
culties of producers. Interstate action 
appears necessary to get a workable 
plan for curtailment, but when pri- 
vate interests undertake such a pro- 
gram federal laws stand in the way. 

‘The recent statement of the secre- 
tary of the interior that the oil in- 
dustry itself should solve the 
lem of conservation does not build any 
high hopes for government aid in the 
near future. Action among the states 
themselves has as yet met no great 
success, 

The effect of the new gas conserva- 
tion law of California, which becomes 
effective this month, should be 
watched, however. It is a question 
whether the enforcement of the act 
will moderate supply enough in the 
immediate future to prevent sharp de- 
clines in petroleum and refined prod- 
uct prices this fall. 

Until the extent of the resultant 
curtailment has been more clearly in- 
dicated a conservative purchasing polli- 
cy with regard to crude petroleum, 
kerosene, gasoline, lubricating oil, gas 
and fuel oil is advisable. Investments 
in oil securities, also, should be 
made only with the greatest care and 
discrimination,

Continued Resistance to Bull- 
ish Advance Weakens Tech- 
nical Condition of Market; 
Prices Decline Slightly Under 
Bear Pressure. 


New York, August 14.—Steel com-'! 
mon opened unchanged at 237 with 
the price movement in the rest of 
the market irregular. Shortly after 
the opening a wild movement started 
in four stocks. ‘Consolidated Gas shot 
up 8 1-4 peints from last night, clos- 
ing to 171 1-4; Steel common 8 points 
to a new high of 246; General Elec- 
tric 10 3-4 points to 399, Westing- 
house 16 points to 250. 

For an hour the remainder of the 
stock market stood aside and looked 
on. Then traders became nervous, 
“oncluding that a stock market made 
up of four wild high-priced stocks 
was not healthy. Selling then start- 
ed carrying the four stocks named 
down from 2 to 5 points with the 
rest of the list following at a slower 
pace No one was found in Wall 
Street today who could explain the 
wild advances in the four — stocks 
named, The feeling, however, was 
that the advances occurring in those 
stocks could not have taken place 
without at least the approval of im- 
portant private banking interests 
which have stood sponsor for the bull 
stock market since 1924. 

Usually well-informed Wall Street 
realizes that it has paid stock mar- 
ketwise the past five years to fol- 
low this leadership of large traders 
in the stock market, however, are in- 
creasingly admitting that with prices 
at the existing high level they are 
following blindly; that everything fa- 
vorable in sight has been generously 
discounted stock marketwise. 

There was a drop from 9 to 8 3-4 
per cent in 30-day money with longer 
periods remaining unchanged at 9. 
Call money was also easier. The 
renewal rate was 7 per cent, the low- 
est in many a long day. Early in the 
fourth hour the rate *dropped to 6, 
the lowest since early in July with 
that rate lasting only part of a day. 

Under the leadership of steel com- 
mon stocks recovered on _ easier 
money. But selling started again 
when steel common broke on _ the 
weekly steel trade reviews reporting 
that seasonal curtailment is making 
itself felt in the steel industry. So 
far the chief effects have been a de- 
cline in the back of unfilled orders 
and shortening of deliveries. It was 
admitted, however, that resumed hand 
to mouth buying in some lines re- 
ported a wek ago was becoming more 
widely felt. Operations of the steel 
mills are now 93 per cent of ca- 
pacity against 94 a week ago, 96 
two weks ago and full capacity less 
than a month ago. A year ago at 
this time there was an increase in 
operations from 75 to 76 per cent 
of capacity. 

Some $5,000,000 gold was taken 
at London today for shipment here 
on the first fast steamer. The feel- 
ing 
movement has started at London 
which will reach the proportions of 
last February and June. It is under- 
stood that Governor Norman, of the 
Bank of England, gave London bank- 
ers assurance that the rediscount rate 
there would not be increased this 
Thursday. Wall Street believes, how- 
ever, that if London continues to lose 
gold it will only be a question 
time until the rediscunt§ rate 
raised, 

Oil stocks did better for a time to- 
day discounting the weekly drop that 
occurred in the average daily pro- 
cuiction of crude oil. This is the 
first weekly decrease in crude in 
months.

H. Rollins & Sons and at the’ 
start the board of directors will con- 
sist entirely of executives of that 
firm with additional directors to be 
added from time to time. 

The company is the successor to 
one formed in December, 1925, for 
the purpose of holding intact certain 
equities which came intc the posses- 
sion ef the members of the Rollins 
organization. Most of these were in 
public utility companies. From 1925 
to 1929 the predecessor company was 
able to distribute to its class B com- 
mon stockholders the equivalent of 
175 per cent of their investment. 

The new company will start out 
with $25,000,000 in cash and about 
$9,500,000 in other assets represent- 
ed by equities in a half dozen public 
utility organizations which are being 
acquired from the old company.

It would be incorrect to say that the 
federal reserve board abandoned its 
ffort to provide more credit for busi- 
ness throngh the former means of 
bringing about release of credit from 
its present use in speculation. It 
would not be incorrect, however, to 
say that the board's six months’ ef- 
fort in this direction has been wua- 
successful. Neither would it be in- 
eorrect to say that the board's action 
last week is not likely to cause less 
use of credit in speculation, and 
not primarily designed to, 

It is true that as a part of last 
week's action the New York Federal! 
Reserve bank raised the discount rate 
on credit of the sore ised in Spect- 
lation from 5 to 6 per cent. Under 
many conditions that would cause less 
use of credil in speculation. It is not 
expected to have that effect to any 
material degree now, when specula- 
tors for several months have shown 
themselves willing to pay not only 6 
but up to 8 or ® per cent for 
their credit.

As to the future, it is confidently 
expected that the federal 
hoard will provide ample credit to 
business and agriculture by its direct 
iction described above.

New York, August 14.—(#)—The 
aggressive bull movement that set in 
on the stock exchange after last Fri- 
day's wide-open break encountered in- 


creasing resistance throughout today’s 
session and was forced to give ground 
rapidly in the late afternoon. Early 
gains of 5 to 16 points in a select as- 
sortment of stocks were sharply re- 
duced before the close, and a wide 
sprinkling of issues fell 2 to 15 points 
below westerday’s closing quotations. 
The tables were turned despite a 
drop in call money to 6 per cent for 
the first time since July 3, after re- 
newals had been arranged at 7. Call 
loans have not been available at less 
than 6 per cent in more than a year. 
Bankers stated that heavy purchases 
of acceptances, presumably by the fed- 
eral reserve bank, was for the moment 
more than offsetting the influence of 
the 6 per cent rediscount rate. Time 
money was also somewhat easier, with 
some available at 8 3-4 per cent. 
Announcement of a renewed flow 
of gold from London to New York, 
with takings of approximately $5,000.- 
O00, made an increase in the Bank of 
England’s rate seem inevitable. The 
directors of the Boston Federal Re- 
serve bank, meeting today, failed to 
follow the New York bank in putting 
up its rediscount rate, but it is felt 


that such action may be taken by the 
Chicago directors, meeting Friday. 

United States Steel was sent up 8 
points to another new high record at 
245, but closed at 238.

Official reports of freezing tempera- 
tures in Canada last night were sup- 
plemented by predictions of a recur- 
rence of frosts there tonight, threat- 
ening to damage the quality of wheat 
fields if not also the quality. How- 
ever, extremely pessimistic advices re- 
garding the Canadian wheat crop in 
other respects were also current to 
the effect that regardless of what rail- 
roads or banks may say the Canadian 
northwest has suffered as the result 
of drought a crop disaster of magni- 
tude unapproached in years. In 
this connection, it was asserted that 
a person may travel all day through 
Canadian wheat territory and _ see 
nothing but miserable stretches of 
grafs that on the eve of harvest aver- 
age hardly a foot high, 

Even allowing a maximum estimate 
of 225,000,000 bushels, as the 1929 
yield of wheat in Canada, it was stat- 
ed that a larger part of this total is 
fit only for cattle feed, and not for 
use as flour material. Meanwhile. 
Minneapolis reports were at hand 
telling of flour purchasing that ex- 
ceeded the aggregate for any week 
heretofore this season. 

Corn prices advanced almost verti- 
callf, much unfavorable corn crop 
news was being circulated, especially 
from Kansas and Nebraska. where 
numerous counties that as a rule are 
among the heaviest producers of corn 
are now asserted as likely. to yield 
only 30 to 40 per cent of normal.

WRONG, EXPERT SAYS

Williamstown, Mass., August 14.— 
(P)—The world is approaching the 
disarmament from the 
wrong direction in attempting to reach 
the solution through naval parity, 
Count Giovanni Elia, of Rome, Italian 
naval expert, and inventor of a depth 
bomb, told members of the Institute 
of Polities today. Parity of factories 
producing armaments is the essential 
factor to be considered, he declared. 

“It is necessary to do everything 

possible to avoid a new war and 
naval disarmament tends towards 
this end”, he said, “but to talk of 
naval parity is absurd, for naval pari- 
ty means nothing whatsoever. 
“ “The ideal of establishing an abso- 
lute naval parity is unattainable, I 
am convineed for even if the fleets 0 
Great Britian and the United States 
should be made absolutely equal, there 
would still remain the vastly superior 
industrial power, and the unassailable 
eeographical position of the United 
States. a 

“If a war should come the United 
States could build cruisers so muc 
more rapidly than Great Britain that 
any existing parity would be quickly 
overbalanced. The United States with- 
in an exceedingly short time could 
bring a fleet of cruisers into being 
which could sweep the British cargo 
boats from the seas, and starve her 
population whereas she herself is so 
large, and has such inexhaustible nat- 
ural resources within her own borders 
that she could last indefinitely with- 
out ever sending out a ship from her 
ports, ; 

“Parity of the factories, I am sure, 
is what really counts today, and on 
this basis the United States has so 
creat a superiority that she 1s, in et- 
fect, supreme.”
